| EVANSTON WHITE PLAGUE CUT 


Sanitarium. Halves Number of 


Deaths in Three Tears. 
MORE FUNDS ARE NEEDED. 


Circulars Will Be Sent Out Appealing 
to Citizens for 41d. 


The Evanston Tuberculosis institute in its 
report just issued shows that since the insti- 
tute. opened. three years ago it has cut the 
death rate from the white plague in Evans- 
ton to one-half. In 1008 the deaths from this 
Gisease in Evanstoy numbered twenty- 
eight, while in 1911 there were fourteen. 

At the present time the institute is being 
pressed for funds. It is figured at present 
there are more than 200 cases of tuberculosis 
tn Evangston, and that 8 per cent of these are 
curable... To care for these cases the insti- 
tute will have to raise $1,000, and a strong 
appeal is to be made to the citizens for assist- 
ance. 5 


Will Send Circulars. 


In the past the institute has raised most of 
its funds by selling Red Cross stamps, but, 
as more money is needed this year than ever 
before, this method would not bring in the 
necessary amount of money. 

Circulars are to be set to each citizen in 
Evanston asking at least one member of 
every family to become a member of the n- 
stitute, the fees for which range from $1 to 
$25 a year. 


Have No Home for Patients, 

The institute has no home in Evanston at 
present to which to take its patients, and so 
has to pay for their care in sanitarfums th 
Chicago and in Waukegen. All patients that 
can afford it are required to pay at least 
one-half of their expenses, while the insti- 
tute pays. the balance. 

By. taking care of all that are afflicted 
with this disease the institute believes that 
it can gradually stamp out the disease en- 
tirely in Evanston. Dr. W. G. Alexander is 
president of the institute.

Washington, D. C., July 6.—{Special.}— 
Senator Miles Poindexter of Washington has 
announced that he proposes to stand by Col. 
Roosevelt in the coming campaign. He is- 
sued the following statement today: 

“Col. Roosevelt will be a candidate for 
president and will make a vigorous cam- 
paigh. He hes already made an extensive 
canvass of the principal Republican states 
and has received the overwhelming indorse- 
ment of the Republican party. 

* In the general election he will receive 
many progressive Democratic votes. He was 
chosen by the party in the primary elections 
as its nominee for president, and had a con- 
siderable majority of the delegates at the 
Chicago convention who were entitled to sit 
in that bedy, 

“His nomination was. prevented by the 
arbitrary and illegal seating of delegates for 
Mr. Taft by the national committee from 
such states as California, Washington, 
Texas, and Arizona, although the people of 
these states had chosen Roosevelt delegates. 


Calls Taft Nomination Invalid. 

“I do not consider the nomination of Mr 
Taft obtained in this way a valid one, nor 
that it gives him any legitimate claim to the 
support of the Republican party.

“We are offering land in tracts of fifty 
hectares, or about 247 acres, at a little over 
20 cents an acre, and 200 hectares at a still 
leas price per acre. As the amount of land 
gces up, the price goes down, and we are 
doing everything we can to encourage devel- 
opment. We have been buliding roads in 
many of the province, and we now have in 
the neighborhood of 600 miles of roads and 
over sixty-one new bridges.” 


Products of the Soil. 

° But tell me something about your lands, 
Mr. President,”’ said I. What can you 
ralse on them?’ 

We can raise all arte of tropical fruits. 
We have good lands for coffee and cacac. 
Coffee plantations are being set out in some 
4 places, and cacao land ie in demand in the 
country about Bocas del Toro. The most 

of that fruit goes to the United States. We 
have also good soil for rubber, and 
plantations are being eet out by Americans 
and others. Some of the ex-employés of the 
canal have rubber estates which are aiready 
in bearing. 

“ We have aleo large areas of fine grazing 
land,“ continued President Arosemena. The 
climate ls such that the caétie can feed out of 
doors all the year round, and we have three 
varieties of rich grasses to fatten them. 
Take the province of Chiriqui, In the north- 
ern part of the republic. There is a region 
there known as the Divila country, which 
hae Many -square. miles of plain covered 
with grass which is dotted here and there 
with groves. 

“I doubt Whether we have more than fifty 
or a hundred thousand head of stock in 
Panama now, whereas I have seen it esti- 
mated that our lands would sustain 5,000,000 
head. When the canal is completed there 
will be a great demand for meat from the 
ships passing through, and it ought to be 
supplied by the isthmus. It seems to me 
there should be a great deal of money in cat- 
tle raising. 4 it is now lean cattle may 
be purchased at from $16 to $20 4 head. After 
they have been grazed for six months they 
will bring $30, and upwards. . 


Money in Real Estate. 

“What opportunities have: you ouside of 
farming? 

“There is a great deal of money to be 
made in real estate said the president.

CABS ARE SCARCE IN MANILA 


Small Business Chiefly in Hands .of 
the Industrious Chinese. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. 5 

Steamship Nikko Maru, Feb. 20.—When the 
ship slows up in Manila bay to stand ex- 
amination before being allowed to proceed to 
the pier, it is surrounded by « veritable 
pirate fleet, who swarm over the sides and 
take possession of us. Some of the crew look 
familiar; we have seen their kind at home. 
But most of these pirates well, they, too. 
at first eight look familiar, like undersized, 
underfed mulattoes. 

On closer investigation you decide that 
they are a new breed of men. They look 
little like the Japanese, a little like Malay 
about the Straits Settlements, and, yes, blood 
will tell. a little HMke negroes. These are the 
Filipinos, our Little Brown Brothers... 

But when 6 White man adresses them they 
degenerate instantly. They become just 
scrubby stevedores; ebad in shirts that may } 
have been whole once, trousers that merely 
answer the purpose, and hats, mo two alike, 
all fished out of ash barrels. 


East Expects Politeness. 

Now a white man supercargo in the far east 
is not necessarily a gentleman, but he should 
be, for the east expects ft. The east is polite, 
suave, courteous and gentle. Or was until 
it met the driver and the boss.” 

I have been on this ship eight days. 1 
have within the last eight minutes heard 
more fuss and profanity and bossism than 
in all the time before.

According to the canons of good 
taste, a Filipino eats just enough to keep 
him physically ft to walk leisurely to the 
nearest plantain tree or the closest taro 
patch.

But the 
Filipino doesn’t grow enough rice to feed 
himself. The islands import much rice each 
year and this year they must pay a fancy 
price for their staff of life. There isshortage 
in the Straits, In Indo-China, and in Japan, 
and in China much famine.

Solon has started in to trim every 
member of the finance committee because 
we voted against extending the garbage 
contract to the Chicago Reduction company. 
He has discharged every street cleaner 
whom any member of the committee had on 
the pay roll. Nine men. sponsored by one 
alderman were laid off. It is the same coarse 
work used to put over the voting machine 
deal.“. 

Ald. Ryan, however, has no complaint on 


had none. He was discussing the resolution 
of Ald. Egan for the employment of an ex- 
pert to aid in the preparation of specifica- 
tions for the garbage disposal and to make 
a study of the collection of all sorts of waste. 


Committee Rejects Scheme. 

The committee turned down the scheme 
and substituted an investigation by the effi- 
ciency bureau of the civil service commis- 
sion. 

“There is not an equitable distribution of 
ward funds within a ward,” said Ald.

i Some streets are neglected, while others 
are cleaned daily.” 

The alderman ended with the quotation re- 
garding politics in the street bureau. 

Several aldérmen, allied with the adminis- 
tration, were inclined té refer to the $12,000 
asked for in the Egan resolution as exorbi- 
tant. When they found the investigation was 
to be conducted by the efficiency bureau they 
voted for a special * of $10,700 
without a murmur.

good schoo] economy, and here and there a 
political economist knows to be good polit- 
ical economy. Bat these are minority views, 
and until such time as people generally can 
see it in the right way hospitals, dispen- - 
saries, and other philanthropics must carry 
the load. To call. it a charity, or even to 
think of it as a charity, is unfortunate. To 
consider it so harms these who are helped by 
it and narrows those who help. Let us call 
it municipal, or state medical service. 
—- 

For the last two weeks eminent gentlemen 
have been laboriously engaged in writing 
party platforms. At the best, these plat- 
forms are opportunists’ pronouncements. 
Each contains reference to a health pro- 
gram, yet none of them carriesany evidence 
ot comprehension of the relation of eco- 
nomics to health, . Disease is merely a sin 
cf society. No health program will get far 
that does not go back of disease to poverty, 
cost of living, price of land, eugenics, edu- - 
cation, physical training, hygiene, sanita- 
tion, and immunity, Poverty makes dis- 
ease; disease makes poverty. Bad breeding 
makes disease; disease makes bad breeding. 
Wrong education makes disease; disease 
makes wrong education. 

It has seemed to me that the National 
Education asseciation, the national confer- 
ence on charities; and the American Med 
ca] association have come nearer seeing how 
a health program must ramify than any 
other associations in the country. Many or- 
ganizations have seen glimpses and are de- 
veloping the part of the field that they see. 
Under one name or another, hundreds of 
organizations are making fights that are bits 
of the great health fight. 

The only obstructing otganisa tions of 
which I know are the League for Medical 
Freedom, the Anti-Vivisection and the Anti- 
Vaccination leagues, each of which is over 
in some corner tilting against its windmill. 
Even these claim that they are for health, 
though they believe in individualism more 
than in governmental! action, and in meth- 
ods different from those now being em- 
ployed. 

Occasionally some man sees health in the 
broad sense. Bismarck did a generation 
ago; Lioyd-George less than ten years ago. 
A few years mote and some statesman in 
this country will see it. This issue will yet 
lift some statesman into the presidency, or, 
better still, into that galaxy of superpresi- 
dente—the men who have popularized prin- 
ciples.

in the ordinary schools, to see what is there 
done in technical training.

To no one will all this program appeal. 
On the other hund, some parts of it will ap- 
peal to all, and each will nnd something of 
interest. The desire to eliminate waste and 
to increase elticiency is general in this coun- 


/try, and programs dealing with these sub- 


jects will be in demand. 

Thére are a great many communities that 
want.a good grade of baby milk, but are 
unable to find milkmen interested in or abie 
to produce it. In these towus there are boys 
that do not exactly fit into any academic 
booky school system. These boys, given a 
chance to live on a farm and learn as they 
produce clean milk, would find themselves, 
Gary has tried this. 

Again, there is food inspection: West- 
field, Mass., has used its school laboratories 
of chemistry and bacteriology to clean up its 
food supply. The students i: such labora- 
tories learn as much—in fact, they learn 
more—by working on these every day prob- 
lems than they cau possibly learn by work- 
ing over reactions and tests that mean noth- 
ing to them and in which they are not inter- 
ested. We have nothing of this sort to 
show our visitors; but maybe somebody 
from Westfield will be here to tell us just 
how to do it.

Tuesday afternoon two sections give over 
their time to a discussion of the Froebel 
and Montessori methods. These methods 
differ much as to detail and as‘to groups of 
children to whom they apply, but they are 
auke in being efforts to make use of the 
play instinct along the line pf impulse. 
Whether or not we are ready to abandon our 
policy of determining what is right and bend- 
ing the child to fit it, I do not know, but cer- 
tain it is that our old method, born of our 
Puritan heritage, would be benefited by an 
infusion of elasticity, individualism, and use 
of play. 

Just where to draw the line in allowing 
impulse sway is one of the most difficult 
questions that teachers are called upon to 
solve. Certainly it is easier to teach the 
child through play. One hundred units of 
energy return more units of result than 
whére the teacher forces the student mind 
io work in an ordered way. But impulse 
left alone leads to savagery. All sociat 
growth depends on trained, directed impulse 
impulse that gives so as to fit in with 
the impulse of others. To study the chil- 
dren at play on our playgrounds, the work 
of play directors and social directors, may 
help some of the visiting teachers in forming 
opinions on these difficult questions. 

~~ 

Woods Hutchinson says the reason chil- 
dren leave school before they have finished 
their education is because in school they are 
taught the things in which they are not in- 
terested, and that the mental faculty made 

use of is memory, whereas the youth is more 
easily interested through his imagination 
nd play instinct. Others have said the rea- 
sou is that the attention of the school child 
u concentrated for six hours, and that no 
adult or child can enjoy or even . profit from 
such a strain. 

At the Elizabeth McCormick memoria] 
fund offices there is a diagram on which is 
ehown some one’s concept of the reasons 
why students stop school. This study is 
based upon an inquiry into.the occupation of 
those children who leave school. 
method is faulty because the child forced to 
work is apt to do what he can, not what he 
would like. 

Why students do not finish their school 
courses is a question that some teachers are 
trying to solve. Lane Technical High school 
is one place in which they stay to graduate. 
Perhaps from this school sométhing can be 
learned which can be taken home and ap- 
plied; even though the town may be too small 
to set aside an entire school for manual 
training. 


1 think it is . that Mrs. Leung 
sees unusually clearly the relation between 
the physical and mental sides of school chil- 
dren. Many of the visitors come from places 
where school nursing, school clinics, physical 
tests for teachers and pupils, are just as well 
done as here, but the great majority will 
want to know something more of these actiy- 
ities than their home facilities afford.

Hohenzollern castle should not, however, 
be much of an eyesore to the wild things that 
still dwell about it; for it is neglected by 
the chief of the race and is consequently sat- 
isfying to those who dread congiomerations 
of people, great pageants, and the Inevitable 
noise and clamor that come in the train of 
great lords. 


Still the kaiser is not, as a matter of 


|.fact, to be blamed for his apparent lack of 


interest in the aged and yet ever attractive 
monument of his house. Why do the Aller- 
hochsten Herrschaften never come?” is the 
half-regretful, half-resentful cry of the old 
Hohenzollern people, who in their loyalty to 
their overchief and sovereign mourn his ab- 


sence, just as the eagles mourn their * 


warjoys. 

Ah! but why does he not come? Anybody 
who knows Emperor William well realizes 
how dear this corner of the world is to him, 
with what warmth and regard he thinks of 
it, how much more it is to him than his“ re- 
modeled villa of Corfu—Achilleion, that ex- 
quisite dream of Austria's EMzabeth—his 
„ restored castles in northern Germany, 
his palaces and numberiess “ Landgute” 
[landed property]. But the people of Hohen- 
zoliern do not know. They remember the 
“old man [Wilhelm I. I who often visi 
them, his gigantic and kindly personal 
glowing with pride as he reached the top of 
“ Schwartz-Adier’s-Horst,”. and glanced 
upon the feir country een before —— 
on all sides. 

They also recall a slim een eee 
with the depth of his splendid eyes the mar- 
vels unfolded to them; the pale thin face 
that would showea healthy and ruddier tinge 
as he inhaled the pure air of the heights. 

This was he whom they spoke of after- 
wards during the long snow deadened win- 
ter evenings as Prince Willy ’’—they pro- 
nounced it, of course, Unser Prince Villy,” 
but hat's in a name—WINy, Villy, William, 
or Wühelm—it was all one to them and 
they loved him. Today it is Seine Ma- 
jestat Kaiser Wilhelm II.“ whom they ac- 
cuse, while he is not at fault. ‘They un- 
fortunately forget—these old fashioned Ho- 
hengzollern peasants—that they have stuck 
to their old faith, and that the present kal- 
serin, who is wholly dissimilar to her hus- 
band’s grandmother, Queen Augusta of 
Prussia, afterwards empress of the Germans,’ 
is violently opposed to anything or any one 
belonging to Roman Catholic beliefs.

HILE big monoplanes with the pro- 
peller in front are the fastest type 
of aeroplane yet devised, when it 
comes to model fliers which have 
no pilot aboard to control them, 

they are far from being the best. 

The draft blowing back from the propellers 
gives.the front wings an extra lift, so that 
when the motor of a big machine stops, the 
front end of the machine drops and the pilot 
cannot fly until he has gained a higher speed 
by dropping than he had when the motor 
wes running. The pilot can take eure of this, 
but the model ‘Cannot. The rubber motors 
have more power on the start and continually 
weaken, as they unwind, so that a model of 
this kind must be steered up pretty straight 
at the start. It will then describe a down- 
ward curve, generally landing on its nose.

The main stick is made first. This is thirty 
inches long and a quarter of an inch square 
at either end, being a trifie thicker at the 
point where the wings join, as shown. 

The wings are framed up of bamboo, or, 
better still, of silver spruce. If you can’t get 
this use white pine and plarfe the sticks down 
to five-sixteenths by three-thirty-seconds of 
an inch, Make the wing frame twenty-two 
inches long, four and one-half inches. wide 
at the ends, and with the back stick bowed a 
bit so the wings are five inches wide at the 
center. 

When the frame is finished cover with 
china silk or tissue paper, gluing the cover~- 
ing in place and being careful to get it taut 
and free from wrinkles, but not sotightasto 
distort the frame. Mark the exact central 
point on the front and reaf spars and bala 
to see that the sides weigh equally.

tail is made of a half circle of rattan 
or wire—fine piano wire is best—dimiensioned 
as in the drawings. Under ‘this plans ts a 
segment of a circle, set vertically, forming a 
rear fin. It would be called a rudder if 
movable, but it is stationary. The tail part 
is put on at a slightly negative engle, the 
front edge about three-sixteenths of an inch 
lower than the back. This gives fore and aft 
stability. 

The running gear is self-explanatory. ‘The 


framing is ot steel Wire, as is the axle, and 
the skid of rattan of an eighth of an inch 
round. From the axle run two wires back to 
the tail, to stiffen the main stick. 

At the tront end of the stick js an angie 
piece of sheet iron, or brass, arr ed as 
illustrated and tied in plate with thread. 
A hole is drilled through the upright arm 
of this piece, and the propeller axle runs 
through the hole. 

This axle, or shaft, is of steel wire, also, 
with a hook on the inward end, and with the 
other end running first through the hole in 
the front iron angle, then through a glass 
bead, on through a tin washer, aud finally 
into the hub of the propeller. After pass- 


ing through the propeller the shaft is turned - 


back on itself, so that when it turns it win 
turn the propeller. 

The propeller itself is a thin, two bladed 
windmill, cut-out of a light straight grained 
pine stick, one Inch wide and one-half inch 
thick, the length. being eight inches. 


The blades of the propeller should not be 


over one-sixteenth of an inch thick, and at 
the outer ends they are bound, to keep them 
from splitting. This is done by gluing a 
thin strip of silk over the endé. 

The rubber bands should run between the 
hook of the propeler shaft to a wire hooked 
at the rear end of the main stick, as in the 
drawings. 

The wheels are made of wire, or of paper 
disks with cork hubs, and should be as nent 
as possible.

BANKER NOT ALARMED. 


One of the most important features ofin- 
ternational financing in the first half of the 
current year was the arrangement of the six 
power loan of $300,000,000 to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. The advisory council fought one 
feature of the bill, the supervision of ex- 
penditures, and declined to approve the con- 
tract. 

The rejection was not unexpected and the 
American and Buropean bankers show no 
fear about the eventual success of floating 
the loan. They point out that they must be 
permitted to supervise distribution of the 
money as a protection to their investment and 
say confidently the Chinese wil recognize 
thie. ‘The republic's need of money will prob- 
ably assist in persuading acceptance of the 
bankers’ terms: 


The loan on the part of the syndicate was 


atranged by H. P. Davison of J. P Morgan 
& Co. He returned to this country last week, 
undisturbed by the Chinese government's 
action. : 

Loan Is Arranged. 

In the words of a New York man:

The trustees of the postal savings bank 
have issued a call on postal savings deposi- 
tory banks for $854,860 to meet the demands 
for postal savings bonds issued July 1. Ap- 
plications for bonds have come from 926 
placés, representing 2,838 individuals, and 
of this number 1,007, or about 60 per cont, 
come from male depositors. 

Ot the whole amount involved, $141,890 are 
for coupon bonds and $712,980 for registered © 
bonds. The denominations asked for are: 
Thirty thousand six hundred. and sixty dol- 
lars in twenties, | $481,200 in hundreds, and 
$08,000 in five hundreds. Each bank has been 
directed to forward to the assistant treasurer 
of the United Statee its proportionate share 
of. the.amount of bonds asked. for in the re- 
spective. towns and cities in which the banks 
are located. 

The total issue of donde July 1 aggregated 
since the establishment of the system-$1,314,- 
140, the first semi-annual issue on July 1. 
1911, having been $41,900, and the issue on 
Jan. 1, 1912, $417,880. These bonds bear 2% 
per cent interest and run for twenty years, 
but may de redeemed at any time after one 
year. The market value of postal savings 
bonds has been guaranteed by the postal sav- 
inga authorities not to fall in the market be- 
low par, and whenever necessary to maintain 
par oct ima be e 5.

REPORTS ON “OCEAN TRAVEL. 


Transatlantic Lines Show Decrease of 
24,871 Outbound, but Increase 
in Inbound. 


Transatlantic travel reports for the first 
six months of 1912 show a decrease of 24,871 
‘passengers outbound but an Increase of 67,262 
inbound. Most of the change is in steerage 
traffic. .

Strong revival in the steeh business during 
the first half of 1012 has started speculation 
as to what the earnings for the full year will 
approximate. There is every reason to be- 
Heve they will exceed those of 1911, but this 
is dependent on developments of the next few 
weeks. Thus far indications have been high- 
ly encouraging. 

Steel earnings over the last five years have 
gone from one extreme to another.” Com- 
pared with 1907, the income of all steel com- 
panies, with oné or two exceptions, shows a 
@éecrease. For example, the United States 
Steel corporation in 1907 snowed net earnings 
of $100.964,6078 and im 1911 $104,305,415. In 
the same period Cambria Steel company's 
earnings dropped from $5,205,126 to $8,018, 
304. Lackawanna's income was cut almost 
in half, net earnings in 1007 amounting to 
$4,481.45 and in 1911 $3,401,478. Pennsyl- 
Vania Steel company’s earnings dropped from 
$4,475,714 to $2,079,867. 


Bethlehem Record Good. 


Among companies which showed ineresses 


during the five years’ period were the Beth- 
lehem Steel corporation, Pittsburgh Steel 
company, and Inland Steel company. In 
connection with the Bethlehem company 1911 
was an unusually good year, the showing de- 
ing aue to increased income from sources 
other than the maufacture of rails and struc- 
tural steel. Shipbuilding and ordnance work 
were largely responsible for the fine exhibit 
im a. year of depressed steel prices. ’ 
Inland Stee} company has shown an in- 
crease in earnings each year since organi- 
gation. Its production has been increasing 
with each year, witha corresponding decrease 
im costs, which have enabled it to make much 
better reports compared with the older steel 
cOmpanies. The same can be said of the 
Pittsburgh Stee! company. Crucible Steel 
company is a consumer of steel, and naturally 
benefits through reduced steel prices.

The figures of the recorder’s ‘office cover- 
ing the deeds recorded for the first six 
months of the year furnish string evidence 
of the bettering market conditions, They 
numbered 20,389, with a total consideration 
of $02,680,788, as against 17,978, with total 
consideration of $78,308,301, for the corre- 
sponding period of 101. This is a gain of 
2.411 in number and $14,381,422 in amount, a 
surprising showing, considering that the 
figures of a year ago nearly established a 
new high water 
office. 

The building figures for the first six months 
show a marked increase over the same period 
a year ago, which is of interest when it is 
remembered that 1911 broke all previous 
records, The figures ‘are for this year 5,468 
permits, with a cost of $40,892,500, as against
